Imoorters are therefore advised to forward with their applications the exchange control copy 
of the import licences for the period January— June 1953. It is not necessary for them to 
mbmit any other evidence. Importers for soda ash may submit along with their application* 
*he quota certificates held by them for this item or in the absence of quota certificate ful 
evidence for the establishment of quotas as required by the rules in this behalf.
